for the better Execution of His Ma- 
jeſties Gractous Declaration for the Settlement of 
His Kingdom of Ireland, and Satisfackion of the ſe- 
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veral intereſts of Adventurers, Souldiers, and other 
His Subjects there; And for making ſome alterations 
of, and additions unto the ſaid Act, for the more ſpce- 
dy and effectual Settlement of the ſaid Kingdom. 


T is amongſt other things therein contain- 
ed, Enacted, That it ſhall, and may be lawful 
to, and for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Go- 
vernor, or Governors, and Council of Ireland for the 
time being, from time to time, and at all times to 
come, during the {pace of Seven years, to be ac: 
compted from the Nine and twentieth day of Septem- 


ber, One thouſand fix hundred ſixty five, to make 


andeſtabliſh ſuch Rules, Orders, and Directions, for 
the better regulating of all Cities, Walled Towns, 
and Corporations, both New and Old, and ſuch as 


hall be created within this Kingdom, and the Ele- 


Qing of Magiſtrates and Officers there, and to inflict 
ſuch penalties for the breach thereof, as they in their 
wiſedomes ſhall think fit, ſo as the penalties for 
breach of the Rules, Orders, and Directions to be 
made, touching ſuch Corporations, do not extend 
farther than to the Removal and Disfranchiſment of 
ſuch Perſons, as ſhall be found guilty of the breach 
thereof; and ſuch Rules, Orders, and Directions, ſo 
to be made as aforeſaid, ſhall be a: good and effectual 
in Law, to all intents and purpoſes, as if the ſame had 
been ſpecially and particularly Eſtabliſhed by Au- 
thority of this preſent Parliament, and ſhall remain, 
continue, and abide in force, for ſuch and ſo long time, 
as in the ſaid Rules, Orders, and Directions ſhall be li- 
mited and appointed, any thing in the ſaid Act, or 
other wiſe to the contrary thereof in any wiſe not with 


ſtanding.

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E the Lozd Lientenant and Coun? 
V Vii. in purſuance of the ſajd Act, 
and the Authozity thereby given un⸗ 
to Us, Have thought fit to make and Eſta- 
bliſh; And Cle do hereby Make and Eſtabliſh 
the Rules, D2ders, and Directions hereafter 
mentioned, to2 the better Regulating of the 
Copozation of the City of Dublin and the E- 
lecting of Magiſtrates and Dfficers there. 


Firſt, That upon all Elections to be hereafter 
made, of anyperſon o2 perſons to ſerve in any 
of the Offices of Lozd Bayoz, Sheriffs, Be⸗ 
- eozder, oꝛ Town Clerk ofthe ſaid Cozpozation, 
| the names of the perſons ſo Elected to ſerve 
in the ſaid ſeveral Offices, ſhall be by the 
ſaid Co2pozation within ten days after ſuch 
Election pꝛeſented to the Loz2d Lieutenant, 
o2 other chief Governour o2 Gobernours, 
and the Pꝛivy Councel of this Bingdom to 
be app2oved of by them, and that no perſons 
ſo Elected foz any the laid Dffices, ſhall be foꝛ e 
ver hereakter capable of ſerving in theſaid ſe- 
veral Offices,02 anyofthem,untill they ſhall be 
reſpectively appꝛoved of by the Lozd Lieute- 
nant, oꝛ other chief Gobernour oꝛ Governours, 
and Pzivy Council of this Kingdom by 
Oꝛder under their Hands; And in caſe the. 
- perſons, 02 any of them, wohoſe name ſhall 
be ſo pꝛeſented to the Lo2d Lieutenant, oꝛ other 
chief Governour o2 Governours and Coun⸗ 
cil of this Kingdom, ſhall not be ſo appzoved 
of within Ten dapes after their names hall! 
be is p2eſented, then and * luchtaſe the laid 
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Cozpozation ſhall from time to time pꝛoceed 


to a new Election of fit perſons fo2the ſaid re- 
ſpective Offices, to2 which the perſons (3 pꝛe- 
ſented, ſhall not be ſo appꝛoved of, and ſhall 


in like manner pzeſent their names to the ſaid 
' Lo2d Lieutenant, oz other chief Governour 


o2 Governours, and P2iby Council of this 
Kingdom, untill they ſhall have choſen ſuch 
perſons foꝛ the ſaidreſpective Dffices, as ſhall 


be ſo appꝛoved of as afoꝛeſaid. And that the E- 


lectionof the Lozd Mayoꝛ Sheriffs c Treaſu- 


rer okthe ſaid city of Dublin ſhallbe foꝛ ever here- 


after only by the Loꝛd Mayor and Aldermen 


ofthe ſaid city, there being always eight Al- 


dermen at the leatt pꝛeſent at thetime of ſuch ele- 
ction, and that no other perſon oꝛ perſonswohat⸗ 
ſoever, ſhall at any time hereatter have any 
vote in the election of the ſaid Dificers oꝛ any 
of them. | | 


Secondly, That the Lreaſnrer, Sheriffs, 
and all other Receivers of any part - of 
the Bevenues of the ſaid city from time to 
time hereafter yearly within ix moneths next 
after the expiration of one whole pear where- 
in they ſhall ſerve in the Execution of their re⸗ 
{ſpective Dffices, ſhall render unto the Auditoꝛs 
of the ſaid city 02 uſual Quorum of them ap- 
pointed, oꝛ to be appointed foz that purpoſe a 
true and perfect accompt ot all moneys (being 
any part of the Revenues of the ſaid city ) 
received by them Within that year wherein 
they ſhall ſerve in the execution of their ſaid

And whereas Ale conceive it would tend to
